"Removes Barrier" 


The decision will require the 


management (of Wards) to stand 
for election every year, and will 
remove the barrier which Mr. 
(Sewell) Avery has erected be- 
tween himself and the real owners 
of the business^-the stockholder*," 
the statement quoted Wolfson. 


It said also that Wolfson "is anx- 


ious to begin the job of rebuild- 
ing Montgomery Ward. 


A spokesman for Avery, Ward's 


chairman, said he would not com- 
ment on the decision until he has 
had time to study it. 


Judge Fisher ruled that all nine 


places on the Ward board of di- 
rectors should be at stake in the 
annual meeting of shareholders 
next Friday in Chicago. 


Mathematical Chance 


Wolfson wanted the election to 


involve all nine directors because 
it. would give him a mathematical 
chance to elect a majority. 


The opinion said that while the 


constitutional provision "does not 
expressly prohibit staggered elec- 
tions" it also does not "foreclose 
a -construction which invalidates 
the statute authorizing such elec- 
tion."

1,655 domestic corporations whose 
securities are listed on the major 
stock exchanges. Only 196, or 11.8 
per cent, have classified boards of 
directors elected for

Court Not Worried 


Of this list of 196, the court said, 


only 15 are Illinois corporations 
and only 6 out of 65 major retail 
corporations 
have 
staggered 


boards of directors. 


"Consequently, we do not believe 


that the disturbance envisioned by 
appellants (Ward) will be wide- 
spread," the court said. "Appel- 
lants also voiced serious misgiv- 
ings as to the future of corporate 
life and commercial transactions 
if classified boards are held to in- 
fringe the constitutional right." 


"These fears are unwarranted," 


the court said. 


The Supreme Court decided the 


Circuit Court was correct in hold- 
ing unconstitutional Section 35 of 
the Illinois Business Corporation 


Act. This act was the legal founda- 
tion for the Ward staggered sys- 
tem of electing three of its nine 
directors each year. 


Klingbiel Its Author 


The opinion was written by Jus- 


tice Ray Klingbiel of East Moline, 
Justice Harry B. Hershey of Tay- 
lorville dissented. The vote of the 
court of seven justices never is 
announced.

Two Operating

WASHINGTON (B—Two operat- 


ing railroad unions today calle'd a 
strike against the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad for noon (local 
time) Monday. They are the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen and the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen. 


The L&N operating in 14 Southern 


states, has been struck since March 
14 when approximately 25,000 non- 
operating union employes walked 
out in a dispute over welfare bene- 
fits. 


The operating unions have been 


respecting the nonoperating unions' 
picket lines. 


Announcement of the strike call 


was made by H. E. Gilbert, presi- 
dent of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen and Enginemen, 
and Mr. P. Kennedy, president of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men. 


A union spokesman told reporters 


that another operating union, the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engin- 
eers, may join the strike. 


He said the Railroad Conductors 


and Brakemen are taking a strike 
vote. 


The spokesman said the strikes 


were called because the railroad 
has been firing some individual 
members of the operating unions 
for refusal to go to work across 
the picket lines of the nonoperat- 
ing unions.

The BIG news is out. The Medusa Portland Cement 


Co. is going to invest $8,000,000 for the modernization 
of its Dixon plant. It will give a tremendous boost to 
our local economy; it's an investment with far-reaching 
effects. 


Ellery Sedgwick, Jr., president of the Medusa firm, 


said some nice things about Dixon last night in announc- 
ing the expansion program. He said, for example, that 
our area has ,a "tremendous potential." that it repre- 
sented a "fine balance between industry and agricul- 
ture." Moreover, he stated, that Medusa had chosen 
Dixon as the "hub" of its operations because of that 
potential and that balance. 


Our Chamber of Commerce will be delighted with 


those statements. It has been preaching that gospel for 
some time. Mr. Sedgwick's confirmation of that belief 
should add impetus to the Chamber's drive to attract 
more industry here.

Mr. Sedgwick' said some other important things last 


night. Since he represents the "new" management of 
Medusa Portland, we construe his statements as "new" 
policy. The Medusa president laid stress on industry- 
community relationships. He expressed a desire for a 
more "efficient plant, better working conditions and a 
cleaner plant." He emphasized the potential efficiency 
of the new dust'collector to be installed here. 


The Medusa president directed some of his remarks 


on th^dust collector system to this newspaper's repre- 
sentatives last night. He was aware that we have been 
at odds with Medusa over the dust situation. We, like 
Mr. Sedgwick, have been concerned with community-in- 
dustry relations. 


Our late publisher, Mrs. Mabel S. Shaw, fought for 


a "cleaner" city through eradication of dust and fumes 
whenever they reacted to the detriment of our citizens. 
Through her, it was this newspaper's greatest concern. 


But, significantly, it is the first time we've had a 


Medusa executive look us in the eye and express-the fact 
that our concern _was mutual.

We like this.refreshingly forthright approach. It

Half to Payrolls 


Sedgwick estimated that more 


than half of the J8 million outlay 
will go for payrolls in this com- 
munity during the construction pe- 
riod. He did not indicate that the 
regular operating payroll will-in- 
crease'but.said that in addition to 
the million dollars a year for the 
current payroll, the company will 
spend an additional million dollars 
a year for goods and services. 


Perhaps one of the most signifi 


cant features of his talk came 
when Sedgwick said: 


"I want to tell you gentlemen 


that we are going to strive to be, 
in this city, the best citizens we 
can be. We don't want you to con- 
sider us a foreign corporation that 
just happens to have a plant here." 


Then he added, "That (policy) 


goes right up to the board of di- 
rectors in our company." 


New Dust Collector 


That reference came after Sedg- 


wick had placed great stress on 
the inclusion of modern dust-col' 
lecting apparatus in plans for the 
new plant. He said that the com- 
pany will spend more than a 
quarter-million dollars to install 
the latest, most scientific dust in- 
hibitors. 


The question of dust from the 


plant's stack has been the cause 
of some concern in residential 
areas here. 


Sedgwick stated that the new 


equipment will collect up to "98 
per cent" of the dust arising from 
the manufacturing process. 


Facetiously, he said that the new 


installation will probably disap- 
point a number of farmers to the 
east of the plant. The lime emit- 
ting from, present stack is a 
source of fertilizer to the farm land 
on which it settles. 


Sedgwick described the present 


dust collector as a 20-year-old Cot- 
trell system, which, when installed, 
rated as the most modern in the 
country. 


Dixon "A Hub" 


The Medusa president told the 


group that Dixon was chosen for 
the expansion because it "is the 


hub of a natural marketing area." 


He said that the agriculture-busi- 


ness balance here "is the best kind 
of balance that you can get in this 
country." 


He added: "The area here has a 


:remendous potential." 


Sedgwick then outlined his views 


on the federal highway system 
proposed in Congress and said that 
eventually it will be "developed— 
possibly in two years.

Delivery has been stalled since 


Apnl 1 when a disputed food haul- 
ing contract was cancelled. 


Vernon L. Nickell, state school 


superintendent, said Thursday the 
decision means no more distribu- 
tion of school lunch food for the 
balance of the year. 


He said most schools have all 


the food they need. 


The U. S. Department of Agri- 


culture proposed the distribution 
plan which was rejected by the of- 
ficials as too expensive and not 
actually necessary. It would have 
set up distribution centers in 10 
downstate counties, with the coun- 
ty school superintendents in those 
counties in charge.

ond grade children in the 
county their first Salk ant*' 
polio vaccine shots April £2. 


This figure discloses that ne.Vjr 


98 per cent of all request fori* 
sent .to parents and guardians 
were returned signed, according to 
Dr. Robert Allen, director of the 
local board. 


The second shot will be given 


Friday. May 13, and the third shot 
v.-i)l not be given for approximately 
seven months. Dr. Allen said. 


This is a change in the tempor- 


ary immunization schedule set up 
Tuesday when the discovery was 
announced. The former dates for 
the second and third shots were 
April 29 and May 27.

Radio 'Hams' 
Ask Special 
License Plate 


By LARRY KRAMP 


SPRINGFIELD, 111.' W—Illinois 


House approval and the governor's 
signature remained today as hur- 
dles for a bill which would give 
amateur radio Operators the privi- 
lege of buying a special auto li- 
cense plate. 


The measure, sponsored by Sen. 


Albert Scott (R-Canton), would re- 
quire the secretary of state when 
paid an extra $3, to imprint a radio 
ham's call letters on his auto plate. 
Call letters, for example, might 
read "WX910." 


Scott told a reporter the special 


plates would recognize the achieve- 
ments of the amateurs and identify 
them to officials in the event their 
help was wanted in a disaster. 


Oldest Ham 


Scott said he was asked to seek 


the privilege by W. P. Ingersoll 
TO, of Canton, one of the oldest 
amateur .radio men in the state 
who has been engaged in the hobby 
for at least 30 years. 


"Everybody else wants legisla 


lion to give them money. These 
people pay for their own equip 
ment and its upkeep. All they wan 
is recognition," Scott said. 


He said "the ordinary man" has 


more than $1,000 invested in equip- 
ment. ^'Ingersoll must have $10,000 
to 520,000 invested," Scott added. 


There are more than 6,000 ama- 


teur radio operators in the state 
and at least 5,000 would take ad- 
vantage of the privilege, the sen- 
ator estimated. He figured making, 
processing and mailing each plate 
would cost the state 40 cents as 
compared to the $3 income.

Sir Anthony Eden, the new British prime minister, has 


been schooled for his task far more than most who accede i 
to such high responsibilities in the democratic world. Hej 
will need all his schooling.

He inherits all the terrible strains of the Cold War strug- 


gle that has dominated world events since the close of World, 
War n. No man charged with leading a great free nation 
in these tunes can imagine his life will be anything but a 
grinding succession of tense days, an endless round of diffi- 
cult choices. 
Ahead for Prune Minister Eden are the problems of a 


probable four-power conference, of maintaining some kind 
of solidarity with the United States on the tough Formosan 
defense question, of seeing the important Paris pacts through 
to the point where West Germany actually undertakes re- 
armament in the NATO cause.

And while he is confronting these thorny matters he 


will be tried at the same time with the necessity of preserv- 
ing if he can the substantial economic progress Britain has 
made in the past few years. 


Yet the British can be thankful they have so talented 


and practiced a public servant to undertake the load Sir Win- 
ston Churchill has now laid aside. Sir Anthony's career is 
indeed an illustrious one. 


He almost perfectly personifies the skilled diplomat— 


handsome, polished, devoted to the arts of patience and for- 
bearance in international negotiation. Few men in the 20th 
century have dealt face to face with so many heads of state, 
including dictators like Stalin, Hitler, and Mussolini.

But in this 
turbulent world, command of diplomatic skills and grasp of 
foreign issues is vital to successful leadership of a great 
power. Eden has these credentials. 


He is no fiery orator like Churchill. He is a mild and 


moderate man. But those who suggest that this agreeable 
facade reflects no strength will likely be fooled. Not with- 
out good reason was he marked at an early stage for a place 
in the high councils of government.

terest. But the people who were 
in touch with him were so skit- 
tish that I gave up.

I read where Ern- 
est Hemingway had said Pound 
was one of the greatest poets we 
ever had so, after I finally did 
make a pass at Ezra last fall, I 
wrote Hemingway in Cuba and 
passed the word. I do not know 
what Hemingway knows about po- 
etry but not one in a thousand of 
us knows a sonnet from second 
base so old whiskers may be run- 
ning a bluff on us. 
Anyway, I 


have heard nothing from him. 


When I called at St. Elizabeth's 


in response to a relayed cry for 
help, a friend of Pound went in 
and told him I was outside. Pound 
sent back word,that he was afraid 
to. see me because this was not a 
"visiting day."

Mrs. Pound was living nearby, sup- 
porting herself on rather puny 
royalties from his writings, .and 
that is about all I can tell you as 
fact about this case. 


Pound never seemed crazy to 


me. In Rome, in Mussolini's day, 
I knew Americans who saw "him 
often and they never usggested 
that he was crazy. I saw him once 
or twice, myself, and he acted all 
right except that he believed in 
fascism, which was the pretext 
for his commitment and his de- 
tention all this time.

The rehabilitation part of 
his- work consisted of supervision 
of emigre* camps, distribution of 
gift supplies, assistance to pros- 
pective emigrants, and assistance 
to exchange students. At stated 
times workers in the service were 
granted vacations and the evening 
talk, illustrated with colored slides, 
was based on travels made during 
such vacations. Rev. Snider is pas- 
tor of the Dixon Church of the 
Brethren. 


One thing especially stressed was 


the enormous destruction wrought 
by bombing In Germany. Though 
much debris of war has been re- 
moved and many new buildings 
erected there still remain acres of 
completely and of partly ruined 
houses, churches and public build- 
ings. In Cologne alone 73 churches 
were 'destroyed; in Cassel, where 
the speakers were-stationed, 10,000 
persons' perished in one night's 
raid. Though Germans never spoke 
rudely to United States members 
of the rehabilitation services they 
sometimes expressed 
perplexity 


over the American change of heart 
on the subject .of German rearma- 
ment; saynig if we now find it 
necessary .to rearm Germany to 
curb Russia we must have been 
fighting "on the wrong side in the 
past war. The Sniders visited East 
Berlin where they attended a bal- 
let performance and found it inter 


esting and suggestive that a row 
of seats in the theater was oc- 
upied by Chinese guests. 
During their talk Bavarian cos- 


tumes were worn, views of way- 
side shrines, and of Bavarian 
louses with murals painted on the 
outer walls were shown. There 
were many beautiful pictures oi 
the Austrian Alps and of famous 
skiing resorts in Austria. Crossing 
the Alps into Italy they made visits 
to such famous places as the lean- 
ing . tower of Pisa; St. Peter's 
Cathedral in Rome; and Venice 
where it was high-tide on the 
canals. They were in London when 
the queen returned from a six 
months visit to distant parts of the 
Commonwealth and made vivic 
pictures of scarlet clad guards 
wearing enormous shakos preced 
ing her car through crowded Lon- 
don streets. Their last picture was 
of a rural cottage in a flower 
garden surrounded by a gentle 
English landscape.

Slender Leonard Hankins of Daw- 


son Springs, Ky., will accept the 
first of $300 monthly pension 
checks, Minnesota's payment for 
the year's of suffering it inflicted 
on an innocent man. 


Hankins will accept it with grat- 


itude, some disappointment and no 
bitterness. 


"It's enough to live on," the 59- 


year-old Southerner said in a reso- 
nant drawl that carried no anger. 
"But I'm kind of disappointed that 
they couldn't have done more for 
me." 


Up to Governor 


A bill providing Hankins with 


$300 a month the rest of his life 
has been passed by both houses of 
the Minnesota Legislature. When a 
number of other unrelated claims 
are settled by a conference com- 
mittee, the bill, goes- to the gover- 
nor. Hankins' payments would be 
retroactive to Jan. 1. 


"I thank God that the legisla- 


ture did as much for me as it 
did," Hankins said. "The only 
tiling for me to do now is to put 
all of those terrible years behind 
me. I don't want to think of them. 


"But I don't blame the people 


who sent me to prison. You forget 
all about that because it's so good 
to be a free man." 


Hankins was pardoned in 1951, 


years after members of the Bar- 
ker-Karpis gang which held up the 
Third Northwestern Bank in Min- 
neapolis and killed two policemen 
in 1932, had confessed Hankins 
had no part in the bank robbery.

Strong Man

CAIRO <£)—It is one thing to run 


a revolution. It is quite another 
thing to build up a nation after 
you have won a revolution. 


Lieut. Col. Gamal Abdel Nasser, 


the 37-year-old' strong man 
of 


Egypt, spent 10 years plotting the 
army's overthrow of King Farouk. 
That was accomplished 
nearly 


three years ago. Nasser now seems 
quietly determined to devote the 
rest of his life to carrying out a 
reform program that will cure his 
backward country of its anc'ent 
ills. 


He toid of his hopes the other 


day in a rare interview granted 
to a group of visiting American 


newsmen. Coming tnto the ante- 
room of his headquarters, you had 
the fee'.irj the revolu'ion had jus: 
oeen pulled off a few moments 
before. 


Guards At \Vindou» 


It was crowded with milling 


army officers and businessmen, all 
anxious to reach the leader's ear. 
Armed guards lounged by the 
windows, carefully scrutinized each 
visitor who entered. 


Prime Alinister Nasser, 6 feet 


tall and handsome, greeted the 
newsmen 
pleasantly, 
answered 


each question slowly and thought- 
fully. He spoke in perfect English. 


Nasser, who proved himself a 


master ploiter in his seizure of 
power, spoke many times bitterly 
of "the landlords" whom he holds 
responsible for Egypt's poverty 
and past corruption. Millions' of 
acres of land have been redistri- 
buted 
to 
peasants 
under 
his 


regime. 


"No man now can control more 


than 300 acres," he said. 


His1 problems range from pro- 


vidlnj fertilizer to email tormera; 
to the building of piant irrigation! 
and industrial projects. But passer 
emphasized ths new regime's at- 
tack on illiteracy. Less than one 
out of four of Egypt's teeming 22_ 
millions now can read or write. 


"We plan to build 4,000 new 


schools in the next 10 years," he 
said. "Last year we completed 368, 
more than had ever been built in 
so short a time before " 


The impression gained by his 


listeners was that neither Nasser 
nor his revolutionary council of 
young army officers intend to step 
down from power until their re- 
form 
program has modernized 


Egypt. Of this task Nasser has 
written, "It is not in the twinkling 
of an eye that one is able to se 
right the waste of so many cent- 
uries." 


Self-Controlled 


Nasser, a quiet, self-controlled 


dynamo, never raised his voice. 
It is his philosophy "we are strong 
men when we remain calm." 


Even when one newsman brashlv 
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questioned whether any of Nasser's 
own relatives had benefitted from 
the land redistribution program, 
the prime minister, instead of 
bristling, merely looked at him for 
a moment, then said quietly, "No." 


Nasser said he saw no solution 


to the tense situation .with Israel, 
because of the pressure from hun- 
dreds of thousands of Arabs dis- 
possessed there. 


"We cannot control t h e s e re- 


fugees — they want to retrun to 
their homeland," he said. "On the 
frontier we are afraid of the Is- 
raelis and they are afraid of us."

year by completion of the AP's 
globe-girdling system of radiotele- 
type circuits. 
""As the operator in New York 
punches a story, one letter is 
printed in Tokyo, Manila, London 
and other points, almost before the 
next letter enters the transmitter," 
Starzel said in his annual iepuU. 


Sent To Members 


The report, covering all phases 


of the news cooperative's opera- 
tions, was sent to AP membeis 
in advance of their annual meet- 
ing here April 25. President Eisen- 
hower will address their luncheon 
in the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. 


Noting that the news moves at 


once through 24 different time 
zones, Starzel said: 


"The system makes available al- 


most anywhere in the world a ba- 
sic news report averaging 32,000 
words daily." 


He said automatic radio relays 


at San Francisco and Tangier keep 
the report close to earth and in 
channels directed to exact destina- 
tions. 


"Distribution of AP Newsphotos," 


Starzel continued, "extended 
to 


parts of the world where previous- 
ly only delayed mailed delivery 
of the pictures \vas possible." 


Significant Gains 


Starzel said the AP recorded 


•"significant and gratifying gains 
in every phase of its activities" in 
1954. He said the AP had:

bership among 
broadcasters to

Starzel cited also development 


of the AP's facsimile method of 
network picture reception, known 
as photofax. He noted an Increas- 
ing number of newspaper members 
are using it as a means of cutting 
costs.

pioneer in development of crea- 
tive news reporting in the press 
association field.

Cemetery will soon be "in the 
black" indicates what can be done 
with careful planning and the judi- 
cious spending of money. The rec- 
ord which Commissioner Welch 
speaks about was made possible by 
a four year work plan that was 
laid ..out by Commissioner Lind- 
quist and supported by Mayor Hof- 
mann in the years 1947 to 1951. 


In that period the following 


items were done: 


1. The entire old cemetery was 


surveyed, and a complete record 
drawing made of all old and nev," 
lots and roads. 


2. A great portion of the old 


roads were worked over and re- 
surfaced. 


3. The old cement block building, 


and the very disreputable appear- 
ance of th« cemetery in the south- 
west area was completely removed 
and more lots made available. 


4. A big area of the newly ac- 


I quired land was graded, laid into 
lots, seeded, planted and roads 


I started. 


5. The old barns were torn down, 


the generally disgraceful appear- 
ance of the old farm portion was 
eliminated, the house was remod- 
eled and made into quarters for 
the superintendent of the cemetery 
and the material from the old 
bams was salvaged and a new 
machine shed was built. 


6. A very substantial amount of 


new equipment was purchased, in- 
cluding the present truck, and an 
effort was made to modernize the 
operation of the cemetery. 


7. Wages were raised to bring 


them more into line with living 
costs at that time. 


This enumerates only a sketchy 


j review of the efforts by the above 
referred to administration to bring 
the cemetery into a more business- 
like operation. It is to the credit of 
the previous administration that 
those seeds were so well sown, 
that this administration could prof- 
it therefrom. 


My concern is that we now have 


had a period when little has been 
done to maintain that forward 
progress—which will make it nec- 
essary in the future to again em- 
bark on a definite program. 


It is better to have an organized 


continuous effort, than to try and 
secure progress by fits and starts.

government bonds 


which might yield 2 per cent would 
bring a return of $760. 


That amount of money is pitiful- 


ly small in meeting the expense in- 
volved hi perpeutal care. It would 
take the most efficient manage- 
ment, plus the best of planning and 
equipment to stretch that money 
for the period of a year and pro- 
vide the perpetual care that has 
been contracted for.

Metals Slip From Recent 
Steady Course of Prices 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (2>—The fairly level 


course of most prices in the last 
year or so may be in for a new 
testing period. 


High flying copper has taken a 


jolt in London. And American buy- 
ers of the tight metal hope that 
means they won't have to pay pre- 
mium prices much longer when 
they need copper in a hurry. 


Steel scrap prices took a tumble 


in Pittsburgh. Scrap is mixed with 
iron by the makers of steel. And 
while the production pace of the 
steel mills continues near a record 
high, the collection of steel scrap 
has improved with the coming of 
open weather. So some scrap deal- 
ers are willing to take $2 less a 
ton, or $36. for No. 1 heavy melting 
scrap. Steel scrap had risen about 
one-third 
above 
last 
summer's 


price. 


The break in copper prices in 


L o n d o n followed announcement 
that the British government would 
release up to 45.000 tons from its 
stockpile. American users have 
been after the U. S. government to 
let them have copper from our 
strategic stockpile, but Washington 
is cool to the idea in spite of a 
worldwide shortage of the metal. 


In London the price had risen to 


a record high of 46 cents a pound, 
and here it had climbed 6 cents 
recently to 36 cents a pound. The 
London price break brought it 
down; to 38 "cents there. 


American producers except the 


supply situation to stay tight for 
some time to come and the present 
price to hold here. But the pres- 
sure for another price hike has 


l e s s e n e d and premuim prices 
above the 36 cent list price may 
be on the way out. 


The real testing of the prices of 


metals is yet to come, however. 
As long as the makers of cars and 
appliances keep up a fast produc- 
tion pace, the price they pay for 
their materials may hold. But if 
output slackens, metal prices could 
follow the course of others which 
have shown tendencies to weak- 
ness. 


Farm Products Lower 


Farm products which the food j 


industry buys are lower than last' 
summer. The cotton, wool and 
hides which the apparel industry 
buys are below last summer's level. 


Weakness in these commodities 


has about matched the rise in 
metal prices, keeping the level for 
commodities as a whole .fairly 
stable. 


But because the upturn in in- 


dustiral activity has affected most- 
ly just the metals in tight supply 
principally 
because of previous 


' strikes, many observers 'are look- 


ng for a real test of the whole 
rice structure if a lull develops 
n industrial output.

Story of Integration 
May Just Be Beginning 


Eyes of Nation Focus 
On Stales of South 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON l»—Other revo- 


lutions may have been hatched in 
cellar* but one of the biggest in 
American history—a social revolu- 
tion—is being worked oat in the 
. Supreme Court. 


There was nothing clandestine 


about this one: The nine justices 
made their decision—that racial 
segregation in public schools must 
end—in full view arid in accord- 
ance with the Constitution. 


Cartoons picture revolutionaries 


•with long hair, unshaven faces, 
fanatical eyes. The nine dignified 
justices are the exact opposite: 
Neatly groomed and relaxed in 
their long black gowns. But they 
are not detached behind their 
bench. 


Must Implement It 


• So far their decision is merely 
that. Now they must decide how, 
and when, their ruling is to be- 
come a reality in every state which 
has had some form of separation 
between white and Negro schools. 
; There can be no doubt of the 
revolutionary effect of school in- 
tegration on relations between the 
races in the South. White and Ne- 
gro children, growing up in the 
same classrooms, are bound to 
have different attitudes from their 
ancestors. 


There is no indication when the 


"court will lay down the ground 
rules- for ending two school sys- 
tems. It has a triple problem and 
ill it can hope for is that its an- 
'•wers are wise: 
" 1. To find-a way which will cora- 
•pel the states to end segregation. 
• '2. To do it in a way which, while 
Integration is being carried out, 
-will keep conflicts between the 
jraces* to a minimum. 
• 3. To do it in a way which will 
"preserve, for the benefit of the 
^country, respect for the court and 


its authority through compliance 
by the states. 


Between Fire* 


The justices are between two in- 


tense fires: The insistence of Ne- 
gro?.* that segregation must be 
ended by no later than September 
1956; and the plea of the states, 
which suggest no time limit at all, 
to take it easy. 


The justices themselves know 


they are under the microscope of 
the nation. They may take a long- 
er view than the Negroes' lawyers 
who want a single school system 
no later than the fall of 1956. 


The court may give the South 


more time than that. But it cannot 
offer a solution which drags out 
desegregation too long without 


leaving itself open to severe «ritt- 
cism outside the South. 


But this is not a one-way street. 


The Southern states themselves, 
knowing there is a limit to how 
much they can defy the court and 
constitutional 
processes without 


endangering the country, are un- 
der national observation, too. 


The story of integration may be 


so far from being over that it is 
only really beginning. The reaction 
and compliance of the Southern 
states, and the people in them, still 
have to be revealed a* integration 
is put in motion.
